President's Message 


To The Shareholders: 


Company sales in 1968 were $204 million, an increase of 
3.5 per cent over the previous year. Net profit was up 
50 per cent at $2.7 million or $1.06 per share compared 
with $1.8 million and 70Oc per share in 1967. 


Activity in the electrical manufacturing industry remained 
on a plateau for the second consecutive year, with 
increases in the consumer and construction sectors largely 
being offset by lower shipments of héavy capital equip- 
ment to utilities and industrial customers. 


For some months, an upturn has been evident in the 
consumer products segment of the industry. In 1969 and 
subsequent years, the demand for these products will 
receive considerable impetus from the higher incomes 
and more mature spending patterns associated with the 
large numbers of persons now moving into the young 
adult age group. Also, while there has been limited recovery 
to date, capital spending intentions indicate that this 
sector of the economy soon will be exerting a more positive 
influence on our industry than it has for several years. 


However, changing trade patterns are having a significant 
effect on Canadian and world markets and on the scope 
of your company’s activities in those markets. Under these 
conditions of change, your company has organized its 
operating units to take advantage of profitable growth 
opportunities. New product lines are being sought to 
replace those which have been discontinued because of. 
decreasing demand. A number of new products and new 
lines have already been introduced. 


During the coming year, your management will concern 
itself with moving toward its goal of ‘’first in performance” 
in the industry. In addition to fulfilling our customers’ needs 
for product and service, this goal also includes earning 
a satisfactory return for our shareholders and providing 
both opportunity and security for our employees.

The Year in Review 


Apparatus Products 


Capital investment in the economy remained at about the 
same level in 1968 as in the previous year. This plateau in 
capital spending, combined with intensified competitive 
pressures from foreign producers, has had a dampening 
effect on the markets served by many of the apparatus 
divisions. Despite this however, company shipments and 
new orders were higher than in 1967. 


During the year, two industrial type gas turbines were 
shipped to power a new Canadian Coast Guard icebreaker, 
the ‘Norman McLeod Rogers.” These are the first such 
units to be used in a marine application. Also shipped 
during the year was one of the largest turbo-generators 
ever built in Canada. This generator, which weighs 267 
tons, is for use at the Trenton generating station in 
Nova Scotia. 


One of the significant orders received was for the largest 
mine hoist to be installed in this country. An interesting 
feature of this particular hoist, destined for the Pipe Lake 
development of International Nickel, is that it will be 
powered by solid state devices rather than by a convent- 
ional motor-generator. Other outstanding orders included 
the complete electrical system for a new slabbing mill at 


Mine hoists are a Westinghouse speciality. A unique braking system 
permits fast smooth operation. 


Dofasco; EHV transformers for the Manicouagan- 
Outardes development in northern Quebec; large power 
transformers for Ontario Hydro; mine power centres for 
Duval, Allan and Cominco potash installations; the 
electrical equipment for the University of Toronto library ; 
and inset runway lighting for Halifax, Montreal and 
Vancouver international airports. 


Special innovations included a new epoxy “‘thermalastic’’ 
insulation to provide greater reliability for motors which 
must operate in severe environments, progress in the use 
of synthetic film in power capacitors, and in the art of 
using aluminum instead of copper as the main conductor 
in transformers. A number of products were redesigned 
during the year including integral horsepower motors, 
lighting and power panelboards, and a modular line of 
dry type power transformers. New products introduced 
to the market included static excitation equipment 
designed to improve the stability and reliability of large 
power generating systems, an additional line of switch- 
gear and a wide range of lamps and lighting equipment. 


Plans are now under way for expanding the existing 
apparatus service centres in Halifax and Sept-lles and for 
opening new centres in Sudbury and Prince George.

Consumer Products 


The market for consumer products was buoyant in 1968, 
continuing the upward trend which began in mid-1967. 
The company maintained its competitive position in all 
lines and made significant gains by introducing a number 
of new and improved products. 


In the appliance area, these included a self-clean oven 
with a look-in window, a restyled line of automatic 
laundry equipment and a redesigned line of dehumidifiers. 
Interesting additions to the portable appliance line 
included the hair styler, the ‘“hi-cover” fry pan which may 
be used also for baking and roasting, and a new line of 
irons featuring the exclusive ‘‘fabricscope” models. Further 
evidence of outstanding performance in 1968 came when 
the company was voted “Appliance Manufacturer of the 
Year” by retailers across Canada. 


Home entertainment lines were expanded during the 
year to accommodate increasing demands from both the 
domestic and export markets. Additional color television 
models were added as well as a completely restyled line 
of 20-inch black and white portable sets. The company 
also entered the stereo component market, offering a 
complete system of tuner-amplifier, changer, tape deck 
and speakers. 


Modern appliance dealers across Canada display and sell a full line 
of Westinghouse electrical products for the home. 


Plans are now under way to increase substantially the 
manufacturing facilities for television and stereo in order 
to meet growing export opportunities. The company also 
has announced plans for entering the field of automatic 
merchandising equipment. 


Electronics Products 


In addition to maintaining its strong technical position in 
the area of defence, the company continued to place 
greater emphasis on commercial electronic products and 
electronic tubes. During the year, the Electronics division 
established two new product departments, Defence and 
Aerospace, and Industrial Electronics. 


A new product, the “wand” electronic visual display 
system, was introduced during the year. This system, 
which displays either stored or current data on television 
monitors, can receive its information from any distance 
over standard communication links, or from closed circuits ; 
it can also receive information directly from a computer. 
Stockbrokers, process industries, banks, hospitals and 
transportation companies are but a few of the potential 
customers. 


Another new product is the ““wesscam” stabilized camera

system which allows top quality pictures to be taken 
regardless of the movement of the vehicle upon which 
the camera is mounted. This product received the ‘’Etrog” 
award for the most significant technical contribution to 
television and film making in 1968. 


Mechanical Products 


A Mechanical Products group was formed during 1968 to 
accommodate an expanding range of new product lines. 
This group now includes air brakes, industrial brakes, 
fans, pneumatic products, hydraulic products, marine 
control systems, commercial and industrial air conditioning, 
architectural systems, electric stairways and elevators. 


Participation in the construction market has been increased 
with the announcement of the entry into the elevator 
business. The company now offers a full range of elevators 
including those for high-rise buildings. Architectural 
systems include a girderless raised flooring system and 
prefabricated, custom-engineered computer rooms and 
work stations. 


A licensing agreement was signed with a Norwegian 
company for the right to manufacture a complete range of 
hydraulic motors for the North American market, and 


Prefabricated computer rooms, engineered to customers’ specifi- 
cations, include environmental control and lighting. 


distribution arrangements were concluded for a comple- 
menting line of hydraulic products from Switzerland. 


Atomic Power 


In order to participate more effectively in the rapidly 
growing field of nuclear energy, the Atomic Power 
division completed a number of organizational changes 
designed to place greater emphasis on fuel and component 
production, and on product development. During the year, 
production was started on zircaloy calandria tubes for 
Ontario Hydro’s Pickering station, and the first massive 
end rings for supporting the Pickering reactors, were 
delivered. There were also shipments of nuclear fuel for 
the reactor at the Douglas Point station. 


A major order was received for shielding plugs for the 
reactors at Pickering. These plugs, which provide radiation 
shielding from the core of the reactors, will represent a 
significant addition to component manufacturing activity. 
Other major orders received during the year included fuel 
for Hydro-Quebec’s Gentilly station and the AECL WR-1 
reactor at Whiteshell, Manitoba, guide tubes for the 
reactor controls at Pickering, and zirconium welding 
equipment for India. 


Westinghouse produces nuclear fuel and reactor components for 
atomic generating stations in Canada and abroad. Douglas Point 
station, below, is on Lake Huron near Kincardine.

Research and Development 


A three-year program of setting up facilities for the 
functional evaluation of insulation systems was completed, 
thus making the company one of the leaders in this 
particular field of applied research. Extensive studies were 
conducted on automatic finishing systems and fire 
resistant chlorinated insulating liquids for cold climate 
application. Work continued on the development of new 
alloys designed to achieve greater efficiency in the high 
temperature operation of nuclear reactors. 


Exports 


Export shipments were higher than in the previous 
year, with significant gains in consumer products, 
electronics and control apparatus. Goods were exported 
to 70 countries, with the company actively pursuing 
overseas marketing opportunities for additional products. 
Initial shipments were made of luxury type ranges 
specifically designed for the British market, and the 
company also made its first major overseas shipments of 
electronic tubes and airport lighting equipment. 


Other significant shipments included transformers for 
Trinidad and Bolivia, steam turbines for Saudi Arabia,

switchgear for the United Kingdom, and panelboards and 
circuit breakers for Jamaica. 


Capital Expenditures 


Capital expenditures of $3.5 million were approximately 
the same as those of the previous year. While there 
were no major plant expansions, significant expenditures 
were made on a computer facility for process control 
systems in the Electronics division, a new apparatus 
service shop in Nanaimo, and the completion of an ex- 
tension to the Switchgear and Control division in Hamilton. 


During the year, the Sturtevant property in Galt was 
sold, with the manufacturing of electric heat products 
being transferred to Saint-Jean and the manufacturing 
of air handling equipment being moved to the Mechanical 
Products group in Hamilton. 


Employees 


At the end of 1968, there were 9,401 employees, a 
decrease of 555 from the previous year. During the year, 
843 employees received service awards and 156 retire- 
ments brought the number of pensioners to 901. There 
were some 2,500 suggestions submitted by employees, and

these earned nearly $50,000 in awards. More than 1,200 
employees took advantage of company afforded oppor- 
tunities to further their education and training. 


Employee contributions to company and government 
pension plans amounted to $1,453,000, and the company’s 
contribution to these same plans totalled $3,816,000. In 
addition to pensions, employees and dependants received 
$2,439,000 in medical payments, life insurance claims, 
and sickness benefits. The company made available, to 
salaried employees, a contributory income protection plan 
which provides an income to those who are absent 
through disability. 


Organization 


In addition to the organizational changes previously 
mentioned, there were two noteworthy changes in staff 
services. A Corporate Development department was 
established to focus greater attention on new growth 
opportunities, and the Administrative Services department 
was reorganized to permit accelerated development in the 
area of computerized business systems. 


During the year, Mr. D. E. Perrin was appointed comptroller 
and Mr. A. A. McArthur was appointed assistant to the

president, succeeding Mr. C. H. MacBain who retired 
after 37 years of service. Two officers of the company 
retired in 1968, Mr. L. A. McCalpin and Mr. E. E. Orlando, 
with 38 and 41 years of service respectively. 


Directors 


The number of directors was increased from ten to twelve 
at a special general meeting of the shareholders on 
September 10, 1968. At a meeting of the Board on October 
22, 1968, Messrs. J. W. Simpson and D. D. Danforth of 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation, were elected directors. 
Mr. Simpson is president, Power Systems, and Mr. 
Danforth is executive vice president, components and 
materials, Industry and Defense Products.
